THE CENSUS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1993 
No. 11 OF 1994 

[ 14th January , 1994 . ] 
An Act further to amend the Census Act, 1948. 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. This Act may be called the Census (Amendment) Act, 1993 .

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

( a ) " premises" means any land, building or part of a build 
ing and includes a hul, shed or other structure or any part 
thereof ; 

(b ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act ;

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(c ) "vehicle means any vehicle used or capable of being 
used for the purpose of road transport, whether propelled by 
mechanical power or otherwise .

(2 ) The requisition shall be effected by an order in writing 
addressed to the person deemed by the Central Government to be 
the owner or person in possession of the property , and such order 
shall be served in the prescribed manner on the person to whom it 
is addressed . 


(3 ) Whenever any property is requisitioned under sub -section 
( 1) , the period of such requisition shall not extend beyond the 
period for which such property is required for any of the purposes 
mentioned in that sub -section .

Provided that where any person interested being aggrieved by 
the amount of compensation so determined makes an application 
within the prescribed time to the Central Government for referring 
the matter to an arbitrator, the amount of compensation to be paid 
shall be such as the arbitralor appoinled in this behalf by the Cen 
tral Government may determine: 


Provided further that where there is any dispute as to the title 
to receive the compensation or as to the apportionment of the amount 
of compensation , it shall be referred by the Central Government to 
an arbitrator appointed in this behalf by that Government for 
determination , and shall be determined in accordance with the deci 
sion of such arbitrator . 


Explanation . -- In this sub -section , the expression " person inte 
rested " means the person who was in actual possession of the pre 
mises requisitioned under section 7A immediately before the requi 
sition , or where no person was in such actual possession , the owner 
of such premises. 


( 2 ) Whenever in pursuance of section 7A the Central Govern 
ment requisitions any vehicle. vessel or animal, there shall be paidi 
to the owner thereof compensation the amount of which shall be 
determined by the Central Gov -rnment on the basis of the fares or 
rates prevailing in the locality for the hire of such vehicle, vessel 
or animal: 


Provided that where the owner of such vehicle , vessel or animal 
being aggrieved by the amount of compensation so determined 
makes an application within the prescribed time to the Central Gov 
ernment for referring the matter to an arbitrator , the amount of 
compensation to be paid shall be such as the arbitrator appointed in 
this behalf by the Central Government may determine: 


Provided further that where immediately before the requisition 
ing the vehicle or vessel was by virtue of a hire- purchase agreement 
in the possession of a person other than the owner, the amount deter 
mined under this sub - section as the total compensation payable in 
respect of the requisition shall be apportioned between that person 
and the owner in such manner as they may agree upon , and in de 
fault of agreement, in such manner as an arbitrator appointed by 
the Central Government in this behalf may decide .

(1) When any premises requisitioned under section 7A are 
to be released from requisition , the possession thereof shall be 
delivered to the person from whom possession was taken at the time 
when the premises were requisitioned , or if there were no such per 
son , to the person deemed by the Central Government to be the 
owner of such premises, and such delivery of possession shall be a 
full discharge of the Central Government from all liabilities in 
respect of such delivery , but shall not prejudice any rights in res 
pect of the premises whirl any other person may be entitled by 
due process of law to enforce against the person to whom possession 
of the premises is so delivered . 


(2 ) Where the person to whom possession of any premises re 
quisitioned under section 7A is to be given under sub -section ( 1) 
cannot be found or is not readily ascertainable or has no agent or 
any other person empowered to accept delivery on his behalf, the 
Central Government shall cause a notice declaring that such pre 
mises are released from requisition to be affixed on some conspicu 
ous part of such premises and publish the notice in the Official 
Gazette . 


(3) When a notice referred to in sub -section (2) is published 
in the Official Gazette, the premises specified in such notice shall 
cease to be subject to requisition on and from the date of such pub 
lication and be deemed to have been delivered to the person en 
titled to possession thereof, and the Central Government shall not 
be liable for any compensation or other claim in respect of such 
premises for any period after the said date .
